CRIMINALS AT LARGE 
There was somcthinB alnlBtor aa well aa 
disgusting in [ho pious mouthlngs of tho 
Nazi Foreign Minister von Krosigk in hi.i 
rac^agB to the Geraaii people after the sur- 
render. 

"In our nation Jiutice shall bo the supreme 
. law and guidins principle," he said. "We must 
also recognize law as the bo-ils of all relations 

■ between tho natlonii . . . Respect for concluded 
treaties will be as sacred as the aim of our na- 
tion to belong to the European family of 
nations." 

It \s almost more llian stomach can bear 
to read sdcIi statemem,s of deathbed repent- 
ance from a member of the most savaRC ant! 
dishanornblc RanR of criminals that Europe 

■ has known In centuries, a gang to whom Jus- 
tice, laws and treaties meant less than noth- 
IHK. 

No one among the victors Is going to believe 
Kroslgk, ol course. Not now, at any rate. Tho 
danger lies in future years, when allied occu- 
pation may have tioen relaxed or withdrawn. 
The Job of policing promises to bo complex 
and difficult. It also promises to be dull and 
thankless. Any appearance of hypocritical 
respectability might be deceptive. 

The allies can certainly expect determined 
and deilous opposition. The ringleaders of 
the "thousand-year relch" have already gone 
Tindergrounil. Conflicting rumors put out by 
the nazis themselves have left both victors 
and vanquished unaure of the late of Hitler, 
Qoebbels and others— which Is precisely what 
the nazis want. 

It Is of little consequence to nazl purposes 
whether one or more of these ringleaders is 
dead. Hitler, Goebbels and the rest can re- 
main living legends, whether dead or alive, 
onlefis the allies con find mid positively Iden- 
tify their bodies, which would be a happy but 
unlikely accident. 

And 30, while Kroslglc's protestations dc- 
eerre contempt, they also deserve to be read 
with a cautious eye. And there were other 
•entlments In his statement which were less 
hypocritical and more revealing. 

"We must not despair and fall into mute 
resignation," he told the Germans. "Once 
again ws must set ourselves to stride along 
the path through the dark future." 

Where that path will lend Is the world's vi- 
tal concern. Nanism Is beaten, but not dead. 

Hltlor surrounded himself with an Insig- 
nificant band of crackpots and cutthroats. 
But they were not too Insignificant to hyp- 
notiEs a morally oleic nation and plunge the 
world into Ite/greatest war. They left their 
country exhatisted and in ruins, but they 
managed loslfcik away and save at least some 
of their cowardly Jivcs. And as long as any 
of them remain alive, they will have to bo 
hsnted, caught and exterminated.

GHOSTS 

In the wnkc of allied victory a parade of 
ghostly names has passed across the pages 
of the world's newspapers. Daladier. Herriot, 
Blum and Rcynaud,- who piloted France 
through some stormy history; Qamelln and 
Weygnnd, remembered from tho tragic hour 
of France's military collapse; Schuschiiigg of 
Austria; Kallay of Hungary, and a son ot 
the old regent, Horthy; the financier Schacht 
and one of the Thyssena ot the Ruhr, Haider 
of the Gorman general staff and the brave 
Pastor Nlemoeller, bad Germans and good. 

Forgotten in the swift course of events, 
their namcB call up again a remembrance 
of old conflicts and recriminations, of rival 
political gospels, of fears and hatreds and 
courage. 

Reading those names, one wonder.'; what 
happened to their bearers In the months and 
years when they were. In the truest sense 
' dMd to thi world? Will their reappearance 
nrire the old conflicts? Or has their en- 
forced time ot solitude and contemplation 
worlced some alchemic miracle which will 
resolve the old differences and send them 
bock loto the world richer In wisdom and 
more ready to advance the coming of what 
Wendell WlUltlo hopefully called One World?
